Dat.  teewella  had  boon  handcuff  ad  to 
Ontald.  Patrolman  C.  0,  Lawla,  Jr.,  was  tho  ala  water  oporator  as  wa  earrlad 
Oswald  down  fron  tbs  3rd  flow  of  tha  city  hall  to  Use  baaenant.  When  ua  got 
off  of  the  elewator  in  the  baaenant.  It.  R.  K.  -wain  walked  out  in  front  of 
Captain  Frit*.  Oat.  ^uawwlla  waa  to  Oawald’ a right  and  Dot.  Ora woe  was  to 
Oswald's  left,  and  I was  in  back  of  Oswald  about  three  foot  as  wa  approached 
the  door  leading  fron  Us*  baaenant  and  Jail  office.  Captain  Flits  told  us  to 
step,  that  he  waa  going  to  ohaek  one  nor*  tins.  The  captain  Mid,  "All  right, 
come  on."  We  walked  out  of  tho  door  leading  from  th*  baaenant  Jail  of  flea  to 
the  rmrp  wN>re  the  ova  oome  dawn  into  Us*  baaenant.  We  had  to  stop  epproadnetely 
fiw*  foot  fron  tho  drlwaway  of  tho  ranp  boeouso  tha  oar  was  not  in  position. 

Whan  we  stepped  T saw  a blwr  of  aoaathtng  and  board  s shot.  I want  around 

"at.  Crawea  and  grabbed  Jadk  Ruby  by  th*  head.  At  the  tine  X grabbed  Ruby  by 

th*  hood  he  waa  being  held  by  V.  .T.  Hasrrleea,  T.  r.  tfcKlllcm,  F.  E.  Eouoiy  and 

V.  J.  Cutahsw.  W*  forced  Ruby  to  th#  ground  and  a cheek  was  wade  for  th* 

weapon.  We  then  nowad  Ruby  Into  th*  baaenant  Jail  office  «d  put  bin  back  on 
tha  floor  being  held  down  by  tha  acne  officer*.  While  being  hold  down  on  th* 
floor  of  the  baaenant  Jail  of flea.  Ruby  said,  "I  hop*  I killed  the  eon -of -a - 
batch.*  X asked  Chief  Retoheler  if  we  had  batter  gat  Ruby  on  the  elevator 
usd  get  hla  up  into  the  Jail.  Chief  Batohaler  said  yes,  and  Ruby  was  taken  to 
the  elayator.  X than  went  to  where  Oswald  waa  lying  on  the  Jail  office  floor. 

A doctor  wes  applying  artificial  respiration,  the  anbulano*  people  arrived 
and  loaded  °swald  on  the  cot,  mid  I went  with  the  cot  to  the  tnbulanoe. 
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I then  Joined  Captain  FM.it,  Detective  K.  K.  Bosk  and  C,  b.  Broun  In  their 
oar  and  want  with  than  to  Parkland  Manorial  Hospital,  $201  Harry  Hinas  Bind, 

Opon  oar  arrival  at  tha  hospital  I was  told  bjr  Captain  FMta  to  guard  tho  aaat 
and  of  the  hall  f the  Erwgenay  Boon,  Oswald  was  taken  to  the  operating 
mow  and  1 then  noved  up  to  the  first  floor  wain  entraaoe  to  help  walntaln 
security.  I was  than  relieved  end  retuned  to  the  outside  entrence  of  the  Kner- 
genoy  Roon  where  I Joined  Captain  FMta  and  Oat.  F.  P.  Peek,  end  we  ell  three 
retarnad  to  the  ally  hell  V our  offloe.  I eaawerad  the  telephone  and  stood 
by  for  further  orders.  At  3>25  pa  on  Sunday  Howanber  2|,  1963  Bats.  E,  L.  Boyd, 
M.  Cl.  Hall  and  ay  self  were  told  by  Captain  FMta  to  get  Ruby  out  of  jell  and 
bring  Ruby  to  Captain  FMta1  e offloe.  be  obeeksd  Ruby  out  of  the  Jail  and 
brought  hla  to  Captain  Frits’ s of fioa. 

I then  answered  the  telephone  end  stood  by  for  further  orders.  1 was  told 
by  It.  Wells  to  InterMaw  e Bill  Debar  (stags  uaia)true  naas,  Williaw  Delano 
Crowe,  dr.  I in  ter  viewed  this  person  and  fbtatd  hla  to  be  the  aoatar  of 
oeraaonloa  at  the  Carouaol  Club.  The  over-all  content  of  tha  interview  was 
the  fast  that  this  peraon  woe  broke  and  that  Ruby  was  supposed  to  pey  Mi.  Ho 
did  alas  state  that  he  thought  Oswald  woe  in  the  Carousel  Club  on  Horeaber  20, 
1963-Wedneedey.  P#Msr  eaid  he  oould  not  be  definite  about  tale  but  he  felt  it 
wee  Oswald.  This  person  was  relsaaed  without  an  affidavit  taken.  1 then  stood 
by  for  farther  orders  end  sneworod  the  telephone.
